Large size and vigor- 
ous growing. H.M. 746.

(DeForest *48) M. 38”—A smooth soft, 
light brown Iris with an orange-brown 
beard. Huge flowers with broad flaring 
falls and wide standards. H.M. 748; A.M. ’50. 


ARIANE 75 
(Cayeux ’35) E.M. 32”—Over-all blue and 
white plicata. Heavy bloomer and one of 


the best plicatas.

(Cayeux ’35) M.L. 38”—Large, well formed 


shrimp pink with a flush of yellow in the 
heart. 


AURORA DAWN 1.50 
(Whiting 48) M. 36”—Delightful blend of 
rose-pink and gold.

AZALEA 1.35 
(Nesmith 46) M. 38”—Azalea pink and 
ivory. Standards are domed and firmly held. 
Falls semi-flaring. Soft pink beard. In- 
creases rapidly. 

AZTEC COPPER .50 
(Kleinsorge 739) M. 36”’—Subtle blend of 
smoky violet and soft copper. Large, well- 
substanced flowers on well-branched stems. 
H.M. 740. 

AZURE SKIES 75 
(Pattison 43) M. 36”’—Ruffled self of pale 
azure-blue. Firm-domed standards and flar- 
ing falls. Very lovely. A.M. ’45. 


BALMUNG .60 
(H. Sass 39) M. L. 38’—Especially fine 
yellow plicata with clear brown markings. 
H.M. 740; A.M. 42. 


BANDMASTER 1.00 
(Hall ’44) M. 38”—A very large, vigorous 
growing and free blooming medium blue. 
The color holds up unusually well. A.M. ’44, 


BERKELEY GOLD -50 
(Salbach 42) MLL. 36” — Very rich deep 
yellow and one of the top rankers in this 
color. Good size and form and of heavy 
substance. H.M. 44; A.M. ’46. 


BERMUDA SAND 90 
(Hall 39) M. 36”-—A light coffee-tan with 
a glint of gold. Heavily ruffled. 

BERTHA GERSDORFF 75 
(J. Sass 42) M. 32”—Standards are yellow 
flushed pink. Falls, yellow flushed pinkish 
purple. 

BLACK BANNER 1.00 
(Nicholls ’47) M, 32”—Intensely colored 
near black, sleek and velvety, with nearly 
solid hafts. H.M. 747, 

BLACK FOREST 1.50 
(Schreiner 47) M. 32”—A rich, silky, ebony 
blue-black, the effect of which is intensified 
by a very solid haft and a blackish blue 
beard. H.M. ’46; A.M. ’48. 

BLACK RUBY 3.00 
(Dolman ’49) E. 34”—An almost black-red, 
extra smooth and glossy. Hafts are clean 
and devoid of markings, the bronze-gold 
beard seemingly placed on a solid piece of 
velvety crimson-black. Branching is good 
and increases rapidly. 

BLUE RHYTHM 1.50 
(Whiting 45) M.L. 38”—A step nearer real 
blue in an iris, being close to cornflower 
blue. Flowers large and full, with wide haft. 
Widely considered for Dykes Medal last 
year. H.M. ’45: A.M. °47. 

BLUE SHIMMER 75 
(J. Sass ’42) M. 38”—This is tops in white 
and blue plicatas. Large crisp, white ground 


‘flowers, peppered in a purer shade of blue 


than any other blue-marked plicata. Pep- 
pered, not buttonhole stitched as ordinary. 
H.M. ’42; A.M. 744. 


BLUE VALLEY 2.50 
(K. Smith 747) M.L. 40”—This new iris is 
very near to true blue, ruffled and large in 
size; it possesses an unusual sparkling sheen. 
H.M. 747. 

BRIGHT MELODY 1.00 
(Snyder 42) M. 34”—Rich reddish grape 
color with chestnut haft and metallic sheen. 
Unique and attractive. 


BROWN THRASHER Wh) 
(Kirkland 741) M. 34”—A brilliant two- 
toned brown glistening with metallic irides- 
cence. True brown shades found in no other 
iris. 

BRUNHILDE EP) 
(Salbach 734) M. 36’—Very dark uniform 
violet self, including an unusual blue beard. 
A most regal Iris of great color intensity, 
with splendid stems and wide, flaring falls. 


BRYCE CANYON 1.50 
(Kleinsorge ’44) M.L. 38”—A distinct and 
warm shade of henna-copper, self-colored. 
It has especially broad hafts, large, rounded 
falls, and firmly held standards. A good 
grower everywhere. H.M. 745; A.M. ’47. 


BUFFAWN .50 
(Andrews °40) E. 34”—A soft pinkish buff 
self, hard to describe, set off with a very 
orange beard. Good shape, prolific bloomer, 
very popular. 

BURGUNDY ROSE 1.35 
(Hall 746) M. 35”—Ruffled flower of dark 
amethyst rose. A bright splash of color in 


the garden. 
CAMEROUN -50 
(Cayeux ’38) M.L. 36”’—Huge, velvety 


blackish purple with broad falls and glossy 
sheen. 

CAPTAIN WELLS -50 
(Cook °41) M.L. 30”—Luxuriant, glossy 
maroon-red-purple of a fine clear color and 
splendid growing habits. H.M. 742; A.M. ’43. 


CAROLINE BURR .60 
(K. Smith ’40) M. 40”—A cool ivory colored 
Iris with a mirage-like dash of soft, elusive 
green. Very large blooms of fine form and 
ideal proportions. 

CAROLYN LOUISE 2.00 
(Bernard Ulrich ’47) M. 32”—This is a very 
outstanding Iris and worthy of your atten- 
tion. Domed standards of burnished gold 


and semi-flaring, broad falls of reddish 
brown. Giving a soft blended effect. Fra- 
grant. 

CASA MORENA 1.00 


(DeForest 43) M. 34”—Extra large, deep, 
glistening, rich brown. Same solid color on 
standards and falls. Beard brownish orange. 
H.M. 744; A.M. ’46. 

CASCADE SPLENDOR 1.25 
(Kleinsorge 45) M. 38”—Very large ruffled 
pink, tan and apricot blend. With extra 
heavy stalk bearing up to ten flowers. H.M. 
45: A.M. 747. 


CENTURION 9.00 
(Wills ’50) E.M. 38”—This rich burnished 
brown Iris makes a most impressive clump 
in the garden, and is more brilliant in color 
than any brown Iris. A self with big round 
plobe shaped flowers of firm substance. 


CHAMOIS 2.50 
(Kleinsorge ’44) M. 34”—Pure chamois self, 
soft and satiny. Very large and gracefully 
waved. No veinings or markings of any 
kind. H.M. ’45; A.M. 748. 

CHANTILLY 1.25 
(Hall *45) M. 36”—Lovely, orchid-pink 
with the edges of both standards and falls 
so heavily crimped as to appear edged with 
lace. H.M. 45; A.M. 747. 

CHERIE 10.00 
(Hall ’47) M. 34”—Most famous of all the 
new Hall “flamingo pinks.” A large, ruffled, 
full bodied pink self of excellent form and 
substance with a deep tangerine beard. 
H.M. ’47. 

CHINA MAID 50 
(Milliken ’36) M. 42”—Gigantic pink blend, 
with copper and gold tones smoothly blended 
into a harmonious whole. The effect is a 
luscious pink. H.M. ’38; A.M. ’39. 
CHIVALRY 2:29 


(J. Wills 44) M. 36’—Winner of the Dykes 
Medal for *47, and one of the outstanding 
Iris in the medium blue range. A finished 
Iris of excellent form and proportion, ruffled 
blooms. It grows well here. 

CHRISTABEL .50 
(Lapham ’36) M. 36”—Continues to hold its 
own with the newest red introductions. It 
is brilliant and very red in effect, glorious 
as a garden clump. H.M. ’36; A.M. ’38. 


CLOTH OF GOLD 1.00 
(Whiting ’45) M. 36”—Clear, even, bright, 
deep yellow. Nice flaring form, heavy sub- 
stance, widely branched stems. For bril- 
liance of color and volume of bloom it is a 
standout. H.M. 747. 


CLOUD CASTLE 1.00 
(Graves *44) M. 37”—Exquisite wistaria 
blue with mauve undertone, a very large 
and majestic Iris. The falls are slightly 
waved and ruffled, broad and widely flar- 
ing. H.M. ’44. 

COLONIAL DAME 5.00 
(Douglas ’50) M. 36”—Charming light blue, 
cool and refreshing. The full, ruffled stand- 
ards are firmly held; the flaring falls are 
crisp and firm with ruffling at the edges. 


CONFETTI 5.00 


(Schreiner 49) E.M. 38”—A most unusual 
plicata. The markings and stipplings are 
pink on creamy white. Well branched, large 
flowers and very heavy substance. 

COPPER LUSTRE 35 
(Kirk ’ 34) M. 36”—This flower glows in its 
bright copper, gold, and pinkish tan blend- 
ings. Dykes Medal winner in ’38. 


COPPER RIVER 1.00 
(DeForest ’45) M. 36”—Glistening tan; 
falls overlaid bright copper. The ruffled 
flaring form of this Iris makes it most at- 
tractive. 


COPPER ROSE 50 
(Cook ’41) M. 38”—Smooth blending of 
old rose, tan copper, brightened by a glow 
of yellow at the center. Coloring is rich 
and bright, flowers medium to large in size, 


with very wide standards and falls. H.M. 
"42; A.M. 743. 
CORDOVAN 1.50 


(Kleinsorge 46) M. 34”—The coloring is 
close to that of cordovan leather; a deep 
coppery oxblood tone, very rich and glossy. 
A seedling of Bryce Canyon. H.M. ’47. 


CORITICA -50 
(H. Sass 42) M. 34”—Clear yellow-ground 
plicata with restrained markings of rich 
brown. The neat, delicate markings are 
trim and precise, done in a rich brown 
tone on clear mellow yellow background. 


COURTIER 2.50 


(Hall ’47) M. 30”—Deepest in color of the 
flamingo pinks, Vivid, deep tangerine beard. 
DANIEL BERNARD 1.50 


(Bernard E. Ulrich ’48) M. 34”—We intro- 
duced this lovely Iris last year. The stand- 
ards are deep crimson red-veined. The falls 
are deep coppery red, slightly marked at 
haft. Domed standards and wide flaring 
falls are grown on a well branched stem. 


DANUBE WAVE 3.50 


(Schreiner 47) M. 38”—A self, a rich shade 
of remarkable marine blue. Its outstanding 
quality is its depth of color. 

DAYBREAK .90 
(Kleinsorge 741) M. 36”—A gay, golden 
pink with a coppery undertone. One of 
the finer pink blends. Good form and sub- 
stance and a good stalk. Tied for Dykes 
Medal in 46. H.M. ’42; A.M. 743. 

DEEP VELVET .50 


(Salbach ’39) M. 38”—One of the richest 
and best dark Irises. Blackish, red purple. 
Perfectly formed blooms. Large size. H.M. 
41; A.M. 742. 


DERBY .75 
(John Ohl ’43) M. 34”—Huge brilliant yel- 
low self. 


DESERT SONG 3.00 


(Fay 47) M. 40”—New cream self, beauti- 
fully ruffled with extra large flowers of ex- 
cellent proportions; texture is especially 
heavy and the flowers last a long time in 
either rain or heat. H.M. ’46. 

DINA SHORE .60 
(T. Williams ’45) E.M. 36”’—An enchanting 
honey orange-shaded Iris; a pure golden 
overlay on standards and falls. A pure self 
with ideal branching. 


DISPLAY a5 
(Grant ’42) M.L. 35”—One of the largest 
and richest of the reds. It is a rich bril- 
liant glowing red mahogany type, smooth 
without any veining at the haft. 


DISTANCE 3.00 
(Cook °46) M. 36”—Silvery light blue, 
smooth and even. Flowers large and spread- 
ing, without veining. Substance, texture and 
finish, good. 


DOLLY VARDEN 12.00 
(Hall ’50) M. 38”—A very large light pink 
with a light overlay of salmon. Largest 
of the flamingo series. Good form and extra 
heavy substance. 


DREAM CASTLE 2.25 
(Cook 743) M.L. 38”—An orchid pink self, 
white beard tinted lemon. The flowers full 
with domed standards of exceptional width. 
A.M, 748. 

DRESS PARDADE 1.50 
(Maxwell 744) M. 36”’—A new type varie- 
gata with a smooth haft. Standards bur- 
nished gold; falls solid brown-red. Orange 
beard. 

EASTER BONNET 1.00 
(Maxwell-Norton °44) E. M. 38”—Large 
bright blush pink with wide margin of bur- 
nished gold on both standards and falls. Or- 
ange beard. 

ELMOHR .60 
(Loomis 42) M. 36”’—Great ruffled blooms 
of rich reddish mulberry. The stems are 


well branched. Increases rapidly. Dykes 
Medal in °45; H.M. ’42; A.M. 743. 
EL MOROCCO .60 


(Becherer 45) M. 36”—A beautiful opal- 
pink Iris with broad, rounded petals and 
heavy leather-like substance. 


EL PASO 3.00 
(Kleinsorge 749) M. 32”—This seedling of 
Tobacco Road is a richer, brighter, more 
lively golden brown than the famous “to- 
bacco colored” parent, Standards are closed ° 
and the broad falls flare gracefully. A large 
flower with good branching. 

ELSA SASS 50 
(H. Sass 739) M. 36”—Frilly flowers of lem- 
on-ice” with a white blaze near the haft. 
EVENGLOW 4.00 
(Clevenger 48) M.—Large, clear light vio- 
let self. Nice. 


EXTRAVAGANZA 2.00 
(G. Douglas 44) V.L. 36”—A new amoena 
of cream-white standards and rich velvety 
prune-plum falls with a copper medley art- 
fully touching up the haft and edge of the 
falls. A striking novelty. 


FAIR ELAINE 50 
(Mitchell ’38) M. 40’—Here is a classic in 
pale cream standards and light yellow falls. 
H.M. 739; A.M. 740. 


FANTASY 6.00 
(Hall ’47) M. 30”’—Orchid-toned rose pink 
with tangerine beard. Large, well-sub- 
stanced semi-flaring flower of new appealing 
color. 


FAR HILLS 3.50 
(J. Wills 49) M. 38”—Cool and refreshing 
is this large orchid-pink self. Deeper in color 
than Dreamcastle, it is larger and has no 
haft venations. Broad, domed standards 
and full, slightly ruffled falls. 


FIESTA 50 


(White ’36) M. 33”—Sparkling copper 
standards. Apricot orange falls. 
FIRECRACKER 1.50 


(Hall *43) M. 32”—A glowing dark bur- 
gundy red plicata, on yellow backround. 
The depth and richness of color commands 
the attention. 


FLAMELY 75 
(Cook ’42) M. 36”—A radiant orance-red. 
Standards ochre red to terra cotta. Falls 
garnet brown. Medium large of splendid 
shape; good substance and texture. 

FLORA ZENOR -50 
(J. Sass *41) M. 40”’—Pink, the shade of 
foam on a strawberry soda with rosy lines 
at the haft and conspicuous tangerine beard. 
H.M. 742; A.M. 744. 

FLORADORA 2.50 
(Hall 747) M. 30”—A medium toned fla- 
mingo pink, of good form and substance on 
well-branched stems. The blooms are of 
medium size with a geranium-red beard. A 
self with no haft markings. 

FLORENTINE .50 
(Cayeux ’37) M. 37”—Enormous white pli- 
cata, entirely dotted and speckled and 
freckled in an over-all effect that the flower 
seems to be engulfed in a flaky blue dust. 
FORTUNE .50 
(Kleinsorge *41) M.L. 32”—Large coppery 
brown, gold self. Flaring falls, large flowers. 
FRANK PUGLIESE 2.50 
(Lapham ’47)— M. 38”—Bright red and 
glowing; as near a self as has yet been pro- 


duced in reds. Free flowering and well 
branched. 
GARDEN FLAME 75 


(H. Sass 41) M.L. 34”—Rosy garnet with 
a most luminous quality, hard to describe. 
Large with very broad falls. It is one of 
the most handsome reds. H.M. ’40; A.M. 743. 


GARDEN GLORY 1.50 
(Whiting *43) M.L. 30”’—Pure, deep rich 
Bordeaux red with dark beard. Smooth, even 
color throughout, with no haft markings. 
HLM. 745; A.M. ’47. 


GAY SENORITA “i fe) 
(Salbach ’44) E.M. 40”—Large round stand- 
ards deep honey yellow, broad semi-flaring 
falls of golden yellow, heavily overland deep 
brown with deeper brown veining over all. 
H.M. 745. 


GLORIOLE 50 
(Gage ’33) M. 38’—A waved and ruffled 
flower with pale blue petals overlaid with 
eae) crystal-like particles. H.M. ’33; A.M. 
GLORY 3.50 
(Kinish 47) M. 34”—A large ruffled lemon- 
yellow self. One of the most beautiful Iris 
in our garden. 

GOLDBEATER 1.00 
(Kleinsorge 44) M. 36’—Large, smoothly 
colored deep yellow without blending or 
markings of any kind. H.M. ’45. 

GOLDEN ACE 1.50 
(Bernard E. Ulrich 48) M. 34”—Standards 
pure golden yellow; falls rich empire gold 
with a cream center. 


GOLDEN EAGLE .60 
(Hall ’42) E.M. 38”—One of the largest of 
all Iris; it is clear, even yellow throughout 
without a trace of amber or other shagings. 
H.M. 742. 

GOLDEN FLEECE 75 
(J. Sass 40) M.L. 40”—A big lemon-colored 
flower with creamy falls edged gold. Beau- 
tifully ruffled, huge in size, tall and a good 
grower. H.M. 740; A.M. 42. 


GOLDEN MAJESTY .50 
(Salbach ’38) M.L. 38”—Deep golden yel- 
low that does not fade in the sun. A large 
flower with closed standards and broad 
falls. H.M. ’39; A.M. ’40. 


GOLDEN RUSSET 2.00 
(Hall 746) M. 40”—The name is descriptive 
of its color, golden russet self. H.M. 47. 


GOLDEN SYMPHONY 6.00 
(Horton *44) L. 34”—Lavender-blue stand- 
ards, brilliant yellow falls. Stunning. H.M. 
750. 


GOLDEN SPIKE .50 
(Whiting 40) E.M. 36”—Shining pure dan- 
delion yellow with thick orange beard. Large 
oval-shaped flowers with excellent sub- 
stance. H.M. 740; A.M. 742. 


GOLDEN TREASURE .35 
(Schreiner ’36) M. 38”’—Solid deep cream 
with rich, golden orange center. Tall and 
perfectly branched. H.M. ’36; A.M. ’38. 
GOOD NEWS 1.50 
(Kleinsorge 46) M. 33”—Brilliant mustard 
gold, very ruffled, with narrow copper band 
near outer edge of falls. Wide domed stand-

GRACE MOHR 50 
(Jory) M. 48”—A darker toned Wm. Mohr. 
Both standards and falls are a lavender vio- 
let. Tall stems and large bloom. 


GRAND CANYON .50 
(Kleinsorge 42) M. 36”—Odd deep-colored 
blend of plum, copper and gold, entirely 
individual. Slightly ruffled. H.M. ’43; 
A.M. ’44. 


GREAT LAKES .50 
(Cousins 38) M. 42”—A clear blue self. 
Stately stems and perfect branching. Winner 
of Dykes Medal in 1942. H.M. ’39; A.M. 40. 


GREEN SHADOWS 1.75 
A beautiful greenish gold. Large flowers. 


GULF STREAM 1.50 
(Fay ’46) M. 37”—Rich dark blue self with 
a blue beard. Deeper than practically any 
other blue but not a purple. H.M. 746. 


GYPSY 75 
(Kleinsorge *44) L. 44”—Coppery gold 
standards with falls of silky chestnut brown. 
Smooth and harmonious yet vivid in color- 
ing. H.M. 745. 


GYPSY BARON 075 
(Schreiner ’42) M. 40”’—Very deep blue- 
purple plicata. The flowers are marbled 
rather than stitched. 

GYPSY ROSE 225 
(Whiting ’46) M.L. 38”—A warm tapestry 
red, with copper at haft and a touch of blue 


in the center of the falls. Large, well 
branched and a standout. H.M. °49. 
HARRIET THOREAU 15 


(Cook ’44) M. 38”—Clear liquid color of 
orchid pink in a large well formed flower. 
Great improvement over old orchid pinks. 
H.M. ’45. 


HEART’S DESIRE 4.50 
(Wills ’50) M. 38”—Brilliant rose-red in 
color with wide branching and strong sturdy 
growth. Free flowering and increases rapidly. 


HELEN McGREGOR 2.50 
(Graves *46) M. 34”—Clear, pale blue of 
exceptional purity. Large, perfectly formed, 
flaring and daintily ruffled. The winner of 
Dykes Medal in 1949. H.M. 746; A.M. 748. 


HERITAGE 10.00 


(Hall ’49) M. 34”—A flamingo pink of a 
deeper tone than Cherie. A nice full petaled 
flower of heavy substance with slightly ruf- 
fled semi-flaring falls and nicely held stand- 
ards. It’s a smooth self with no haft mark- 
ings and has a bright tangerine beard. 


HI-TIME 8.00 
(Hall 750) M. 34”—A lustrous golden apri- 
cot color. Medium large flowers of heavy 
texture and deep tangerine beard. A self 
with no haft markings. H.M. ’50. 

HIT PARADE 1.50
